EXPORT-IMPORT BANK OFFICERS' SERVICE RE¬ 
GULATIONS (AMENDMENT) REGULATIONS, 19‘U 

No. PF/LEG-26/93—In exercise of the powers confetied 
by Section 39 of the Export-Import Bankoflndia Act, 19SI C" 
of 1981), the Board of Directors ofthe Exporat-ImPort Bank 
of India, with the previous approval of the Central Govern¬ 
ment, hereby makes the following Regulations further to 
Amend the Export-Import Bunk Officers’ Service Regulations, 
1982 namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement: 

(1) These Regulations may be called the Export 
Import Bank Officers’ Service Regulations 
their (Amendment) Regulations, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into foiec on the date of 
publication in the Official Garettc. 

2. In Regulation 24 of the Exrorl-Tmi.oit I ’ < 1 

Service Regulations,1982, as fuithcr amended by the 
Export-import Bank Officers’ Service Regulations 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1991, (heicirmfter referred 
to as“the principal Regulations),’’for sub-Regulatioj 
(fi) thereof, the following shall be substituted on and 
fioui September 21, 1993, namely:— 

“(h) Once in every 4 years when an officer avails of 
Leave Travel Concession he may be permitted to 
surrender and encash his Privilege Leave not 
exceeding one month at a lime. Alternatively, 
he may whilst travelling in one block of two ycai i 
to his home town and in other block to any placet 
in India 5 be permitted encashment of Privilege 
Leave with a maximum of 15 days in each block 
or 30 days in one block. Fortlic purpose of leav e 
encashment, all the emoluments payable for the 
month during which the nvailment of the Leave/ 
leave Travel Concession commences shall be 
admissible. Provided that an office! at his option 
shall be permitted to encash one day’s additional 
Privilege Leave for donation to the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s Relief Fund subject to his giving a letter to 
the Bank to that effect and authorising the Bank 
to remit the amount to the Fund.” 

3. In Regulation 33 of the principal Regulations, fot 
sub-Rcgulation (4), the following shall be substituted 
on and from September 21,1993 namely:— 

(4) An officer In the Grades/Scalcs set out in Column 1 
of the Table below shall be entiled to Halting 
Allowance at the corresponding rates set out in 
Column 2 thereof:

For the purpose of computing Halting Allowance, 
“per dlem’’shaP mean each period of 24 hours or any 
subsequent part thereof, reckoned from the reporting 
time for departure in the case of air travel and the 
scheduled time of departure in other cases, to the actual 
time of arrival. Where the total period of absence is less 
than 24 hours, "per diem” shall mean a period of not 
less than 8 hours.”
